Collisions Between Japanese 


and Chinese. 


NO SERIOUS RESULTS OCCDB,. 


They Are AfagnUled Into Battle* and Botl i 


Sldub Clulm Victories-Cblna tnore««lii|r 
Har Const IJeCen»e_OMn«»e OnlceM K«» 
Warded For Tllojr Bravery—MoVeinontl 
of War Vesiols of Both GovermneuU. 
LONDON, Sept. 4.—The Central Newii 


has received a dispatch from Shanghai 
stating that skirmishes between Chinese* 
and Japanese troops ara occurring ad 
several pjmts .in Corea. The import- 
ance of those collisions is Doing greatly 
magnified by both sides, who dignify 
them with the title of battles. In every 
case victory is claimed by each side. 


The same dispatch states that five war 


steamers will convey tho troops which 
are to bo dispatched to Formosa at 
Once. This precaution is taken thron»h 
feai that the transports will be attacked 
by Japanese warships which are hover- 
ing about in the hope of destroying Chi- 
nese troopships. The work of extend- 
ing the Chinese works on tho coast hi 
being pusned with all possible haste. 


Movements of War Yasiels. 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—A dispatch to Ths 


Times from Ghee-Poo says the Japanese 
fleet is assembled in Dantilns harbor, in 
southern Corea, The entrance is guard- 
ed by torpedoes. The Chinese fleet is 
moving between the gulf ports. The 
lostilo armies in the vicinaty of Ping-

Chlneca Cold. 


Tha inscription on Chinese coins, 


like those on their tapestries, porce- 
lains and other artistic productions, 
are always quaint, curious and char- 
acteristic. A gold coin issued by the 
Chinese government during the reign 
of Wu Tsung had upon its face the 
inscription, "True virtue, current 
money." A bronze piece issued dur- 
ing die seventeenth century by 
Chwang Leih Ti bears the words, 
"Highest purity, currency money."_ 
The coin is&ned by T&uns from 1851 
to 1S62 bore the woids, "Prevailing 
prosperity," the larger also, "Lar^e 
money," and on the reverse, "Value - 
one hundred times," meaning that 
their value was 100 cash. A bronze 
piere itsued during the same period 
bears the words, "Always bright." 


Another piece of the same reign 


has upon his face, "Prevailing pros- 
perity, heavy money.'' The brass 
cash of tte pve=ent emperor of China 
bears the words, "Bright beginning, 
current money,"' and on the reverse, 
"Treasury weight, one mace," and 
the name of the nunt at which, it • 
was coined. The Korean coinage, 
which resembles the Chinese cash 
in many particulars in us inscrip- 
tion, bears thf> inscription, "Always 
peaceful, current money," and on the 
reverse, "All four," which meana 
that the coin should IM good in all 
four directions of the country. 


Another set of coins issued at the 


mint in Seoul. Korea, is inscribed, 
' 'Great East," one of the names given 
to Korea, as the great country east 
of China. Another word or charac- 
ter upon the coin indicates "gate," 
which probably means that the coin 
is to go oui for circulation among the 
people. Still another coin bears the 
•words, "Great gate, value of ono 
hundred."—Hamilton (Ont.) Times. 


Saturated Solution. 


A substance is said to undergo so- 


lution when the force of adhesion 
between it and a liquid in which it 
is immersed is sufficient to overcome 
the force of cohesion between the 
solid particles. The liquid which-af- 
fects the solution is termed tbe sol- 
vent. If solid bodies be introduced 
in successive small portions into a 
definite quantity of liquid capable of 
dissolving it, the first portions disap- 
pear most quickly, and each portion 
dissolves more slowly till the liquid 
ceases to possess any solvent power. 
When this occurs, the solution is said 
to be saturated, the powers of cohe- 
sion being balanced. But saturation 
may exist witfa regard to one body 
and not to another. Thus water sat- 
urated with common salt will still 
dissolve sulphate of soda, and vice 
versa. So also a saturated solution 
of common salt will dissolve sugar. 


The saturating power of bodies is 


in many cases greatly influenced by 
ireat, while in others variations of 
:eniperature produce but little effect 
Thus cold water will take up nearly 
is much common salt as hot water. 
out sulphate of soda is more sol- 
uble in hot water than in cold, and 
aeuceitls that a saturated hot sola- 
ion of tins aud many other salts de- 
posits crystals on cooling. Under 
sertain conditions a saturated solu- 
tion may be cooled down, without 
any of tlio dissolved solid separating 
from it. The solution would ttten 
contain more of the solid than it 
would contain at that particular tem- 
wrature under ordinary conditions. 
Such, a bolution is said to be supersat- 
urated.—Brooklyn Eagle.

An English wit composed it, and the 
slung of that day, "doodle," meant a 
simpleton, aud "macaroni" a dude. 
Mr. Elson says that "Yankee Doodle' 
was tlio beginning and the and of the 
Revolutionary war, for at Lexington 
;lie British played it in derision, and 
at the Btirreuder of Cormvallis the 
Americans paid it back with interest, 
uakiug the British prisoners march 
jy the same tune. At the present 
itne Europe regards "Hail Columbia" 
is our national authein, and the first 
edition of this song was shown by 
ilr. Elson in illustrating the crude 
larmonies with which it was born. 
The tune had existed for some time 
as autarch, but was first sung in Phil- 
idelphia by an actor named Fox at 
lis benefit. The audience went wild 
over it, aud it was encored eight 
ilnes. Mr. Elsou attributed the ori- 
jin of the music of "The Star Span- 
gled Banner" to au English drinking 
song, written in 1770.

Leaven worth, was a German of the 
inline of Clieosmeyer who was very 
much interested in various methods 
of mentation. The thought occurrec 
to him one day that eggs properly 
handled could be hatched iu the sun, 
and desiring to thoroughly test his 
idea he wrote to his brother, living 
in southern California, to -express fa 
..him post haste three ostrich eggs. 
The eggs arrived In due time, were 
'carefully arranged on a sheepskin 
mat and placed in the eun. It was 
necessary, of course, to remove the 
eggs every night to some warm spol 
in the stable in order to maintain the 
high temperature to which they were 
subjected by the sun during the day. 


This process bad been contimiec 


for some time, when one day a circus 
arrived in town and pitched its tents 
on what is <^illud the old Goosetown 
hill, a little south and to the west oi 
the house of Mr. Cheesmeyer. The 
good people of Leavenworth were 
very much frightened by reading in 
the morning papers tho day follow- 
ing an article to the effect that one 
of the attaches of the circus, in feed- 
ing the snakes after the evening's 
performance, very carelessly left the 
cage door open and that the largest 
boa constrictor had escaped in the 
darkness. People residing in the vi- 
cinity of the circus grounds were 
naturally much exercised for some 
days over the escape of the snake, 
but the excitement gradually abated. 


On the morning- the story of the 


escaped snake appeared in the local 
papers Mr. Clicesmeyer went as usu- 
al to the barn for the eggs, with the 
intention of again puttingtbem in the 
Bun. 
To his great surprise, no eggs 


were to he seen, but in their place 
lay the head of a strange looking an- 
imal, appealing to be 26 or 27 feet in 
length. 
Mr. Cheesmeyer was 


courageous mau and resolved at onco 
to capture the strange appearing 
creature. 
Af ter several attempts he 


succeeded in throwing a. rope over 
its head, which wsis no other than 
the escaped boa constrictor. 


Its long captivity had madeitquite 


docile, and Mr. Cheesmeyer experi- 
enced but littlo difficulty in replac- 
ing after a few 1 tours the rope with 
a chain. To one end of the chain 
was attached an iron band, which 
was fastened around the body of the 
snake to solve as a collar, while the 
other end of the chain was fastened 
to a stake driven deep in tho ground 
in the center of the yard. In this 
manner the snalto was kept and gov- 
erned with littlo difficulty. So en- 
grossed did the German become in 
his curiosity that all thoughts of in- 
cubators and the missing ostrich eggs 
entirely escaped him. The snaka 
was fed rogularly three times a day 
and soon manifested a knowledge of 
the approach of mealtime. 
In an 


incredibly short time it had learned 
to rear up and catch on the fly fowl 
thrown to it by its master. Just 10 
days from the time of capture, as the 
evening meal was being served to 
the reptile, a large bone was among 
the othur food tossed to it. 


As it opened wide its mouth to 


grasp tlie bone Mr. Cheesmeyer was 
greatly startled at seeing between 
the widely open jaws of the snake a 
feathery animal. Tho plumed crea- 
ture continued its journey through 
the precarious exit and walked calm- 
ly into the yard, followed by another 
and finally by a third. Think of it, 
real live birds making their entrance 
into the world through, the mouth of 
aboa constrictor!

At 
St. Cuarles,-Mo., in a small barn in 
the outskirts of the town, the three 
ostriches may still be seen. One of 
them has been taught to dance to the 
music of a band organ, but np to the 
present time all efforts to educate the 
other two have been unavailing.— 
Chicago Post.

Bmyi;h line, three miles eastward of 
Whito Top, which the maps call 
"flount Rogers," 6,719 feet high, 
making tho latter the highest point 
that lias yet been in any way deter- 
mined in Virginia.—Richmond Dis-

After 
the g],az.o of patent leather begins to 
crack and will no longer take the 
fine polish without which patent 
leathw is a burden to the eye, there 
is no resource so effectual as varnish, 
but when once the application oj 
varni.sh has begun it must be con- 
tinue:! to the end. Varnish must 
be applied to patent leather with the 
tips of the fingers—nothing else will 
answer .so well. Be sure that the 
Bhoe is perfectly free from dust or 
dirt cif any land.—Exchange.

will mandamus the council to award 
the contract to him."—Sandmhy Jiaj- 
tater. 


The contract was to be let to the 


Hallwood people at Sandusky at a 
much higher price than Can ton block, 
as was the scheme here and at Ken- 
ton, Marlon and several other places.

House are exhibited two genuine 
jumping beans which are the pro- 
duct of a peculiar tree, the Carpocap- 
sa Saltitans whlcfl grows only in one 
state In Mexico. These beans are 
triangular in shape, having two flat 
and one convex surface and are said to 
each contain a small worm. These 
worms have sixteen well developed 
Teet, and live fa their shells about 
ten months, from July or August of 
each year until Aprifor May of the 
next. 
If 
tbe 
beans 
are 
laid 


on any 
flat 
surface 
and 
left 


quiet for a moment, they will com- 
mence to slide forward and jump up 
from the surface on which they are 
placed. 'What causes tbe beans to 
jump has never been definitely de- 
cided, but it is generally believed 
that the action is produced by the 
worm, and the most plausible theory 
advanced is that the worm fears de- 
struction If it remains near the tree 
wh'icb produced it and endeavors to 
get away as far and as fast as possi- 
ble. If a bole is inade-in the shell 
the worm will close the aperture at 
unco with a fine silky web. 


It is thought that the egg produc- 


ing the worm is layed in the flower 
before the berry is produced and the 
berry is formed around the egg which 
later becomes the worm.

poleon f ought 00 buttles, while Ciesar 
fouyht but 00. In tho early part of his 
career ho was utterly reckless of danger 
while on tho battlefield, and this spirit 
of fearlessness contributed largely to' 
the love and esteem in which he was 
held by iiis armioa There was a curions 
belief among the English in Napoleon's 
time that ho had never been wounded, 
and indeed tho report wan current that 
ho carefully, if not in a cowardly maw- 
nor, refrained from exposing himself. 
Nothing conld bo more contrary to the 
truth, for ho was in reality several 
tunes Hevercly wunnded, bnt ashev-ish- 
ed to impress Tipou his troops the belief 
that good fortune never deserted Him. 
and that, like Achilles, ho vrris well 
nigh invulnerable ho always made & 
eecxet of his inauy dangers. 
He there- 


fore enjoined ou<jo for nil upon the part 
of his immediate staff the must absolute 
silence regarding all circumstances of 
this nature, for it is alnioat impossible 
to calculate tho confusion and disorder 
which would have resulted from the 
slightest report m the smallest doubt 
relative to his existence. Upon tho sin- 
gle thread of this man's life depended 
not only the fate and government of a 
great empire, bnt the whole policy and 
destiny of Europe as well.
